cided in California. Mrs. James C. King 
was provided for in her father's will to tlo 
extent of $500 if her husband was living at 
the time of, her father's dcatn, m 010,000, ,-s 
ahe were n widow, tuo intent being, ovidont- 
ly, to prevent Jaines King from enjoying 
any part of tho patrimony beyond wnat ho 
might got from his wife out of Iho $500. 
King committed manslaughter aud 
was 


sentenced lo Sing Sing for life. His wife, 
now in California, claims that according lo 
the law of New York her husband is civilly 
dead, and she is in tho oyo of tho law a 
widow, aud theroforo the claims her $10,- 
000. Judge Slyrick decided that her point 
was well taken, and that she was a widow 
in law. 


So long as King remains in olato prison 


the oaso is simple enough. If King is par- 
doned out ho recovers none of tho rights 
which ho forfeited when sentenced, but 
being civilly resurrected ho may acquire 
new rights. He may remarry 
his own 


widow, and onjoy Iho §10,000 which she 
acquired on tho ground of her husband's 
legal death. 
In this case tho intent of tho 


testator would bo defeated. In fact Mrs. 
King is anxious to get her patrimony that 
she may therewith hiro lawyers who will 
endeavor to secure tho prisoner's release. 
Even if they are unsuccessful tho money 
will bo spent for tho benefit of King, which 
is just what King's father-in-law didn't in- 
tend.
